Review of Administration’s Proposed FY 2016 Fee Bill

The House Ways and Means Committee has begun work on the Administration’s proposed FY
2016 Fee Bill and would like the Committee on Government Operations to review and comment
on the following Sections 8, 9, 10, 11, 12, 13, 14, 15, and 16.

Sections 8 relates to the fee for registration of x-ray equipment. Sections 9 and 10 change the
fees for food and lodging establishments. Sections 9 and 10 also adjust fees for food processors,
seafood vending facilities, and shellfish reshippers and repackers.

Sections 11 through 14 relate to fees for the Board of Medical Practice. Section 11 relates to fees
podiatry licenses. Section 12 relates to fees for medical licenses. Section 13 relates to fees for
anesthesiologists. Section 14 relates to fees for physicians assistants. Section 15 relates to fees
for radiologist’s assistants.

Section 16 relates to the Department for Children and Families and increases the mandatory
license fee surcharge for the SNIP program.
